Southern California’s first of¬ 
ficial gesture of recognition for 
its "pioneer of pioneers,” Benja¬ 
min D. Wilson, for whom Mount 
Wilson Is named, was given Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, June 22, with 
the unveiling of a granite marker 
on that peak by Alhambra-San 
Gabriel Chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 

Ann W. Patton, granddaughter 
of the famous Yankee Don. as¬ 
sisted in the unveiling, and Mar¬ 
ino Parks, historian and speaker 
with the Security-First National 
Bank, delivered the principal ad¬ 
dress at the mountain-top cere¬ 
monies. Luncheon at Mount Wil¬ 
son Hotel preceded the unvellmg. 

Erection of the marker was 
inspired, states Mrs. Graham, by 
an account of the colorful life 
of Wilson written by the late 
Laurance L. Hill, prominent writ¬ 
er known throughout the South¬ 
land. Wilson, according to Mr 
Hill’s account, was fully deserv¬ 
ing of the title "pioneer of pio¬ 
neers,” in that “he did more to 
open up this region for American 
settlement than any other man of 
his time or since.” 

Coming to California as trap¬ 
per, in 1841, he identified himself 
with its development for more 
than three decades, as rancher, 
citrus-grower, vlneyardist, and a 
"father” of irrigation. He served 
as an early Mayor of Los Ange¬ 
les, State Senator, first Indian 
agent of Southern California, was 
co-founder of Wilmington and 
Pasadena, the founder of Alham¬ 
bra, and built the trail from 
Sierra Madre to the top of Mt. 
Wilson over 65 years ago. 

He was the first American land 
owner of the present Riverside 
region, gave Big Bear Valley its 
name, was one time owner of 
Rancho San Jose de Buenos 
Ayres, now Westwood, where to¬ 
day the University of California 
at Los Angeles stands. On acres 
once part of his "Lake Vineyard" 
ranch, California Institute of 
Technology is situated. 

In 1884, seeking timber for 
wine casks and orange boxes, he 
blasted the trail to the mountain 
peak where today rises the 
world’s greatest astronomical ob¬ 
servatory, and which bears his 
distinguished name.

On 66th Wedding Anniver¬ 
sary, F. O. Nichols Says 
Unselfishness Important 

Mr. and Mrs. Frederick O.

The 
committee expressed the belief 
that practically every business 
house in the city would be rep¬ 
resented before the campaign 
opens. 

The proposed campaign was 
suggested by President Hoover’s 
call upon every community to 
build up its resources, furnish 
the utmost in the way of employ¬ 
ment to its citizens and to cir¬ 
culate the proceeds within the 
community. 

July 7 was tentatively fixed 
by the meeting as the date for 
announcing details of the plan at 
a great community gathering, 
band concert, dance and entertain¬ 
ment in the City Park. 

| Enough business houses having 
signed up as participants to in¬ 
sure complete success of the un¬ 
dertaking, President W. S. Hull 
appointed a committee to carry 
through the program suggested 
at a previous meeting by a com¬ 
mittee of five merchants that 
evolved the plan. The committee 
consists, for the most part, of 
this original committee and a 
committee of three later named 
to secure the participation of as 
many business houses as possible. 
The members are J. F. Sadler, 
Warren E. Craig, Tom Tyler, 
Frank Spencer, George P. Rlke- 
man, J. E. BUlheimer, A1 S. 
Myers, John E. Colbert and 
Mayor Reavis. 

L. K. Layton was delegated to 
appear before the Woman’s Club, 
Delphian Society and other or¬ 
ganizations and ask for their in¬ 
terest and support of the move¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Colbert was named as sec¬ 
retary of the Merchants Associa¬ 
tion, succeeding Mr. Rikeman, 
who announced he has identified 
himself with a Los Angeles firm 
and will be unable to give the 
time required by the duties. 

A dinner meeting of the Mer¬ 
chants Association will be held 
next Wednesday in the quarters 
of the American Legion post at 
the City Hall and President Hull 
requested that every merchant in 
the city make a special effort to 
be present to assist in the prep- 
araion of plans for the launching 
of the contemplated campaign.

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County May 
Aid Paving 
Plans Here 

More Work For Unemployed 
In Sight As City Asks 
Help To Improve Streets 

A delegation of more than 30 
of the city’s unemployed sat in 
the Council chamber at the City 
Hall on Wednesday night while 
the Council discussed a communi¬ 
cation it has just received from 
the county government answering 
a plea that additional public work 
be financed here to take the place 
of the street improvement pro¬ 
gram halted when Ordinance 348 
was declared invalid. 

The reply announced that the 
only relief at present available 
must come from the county’s 
welfare fund at the rate of $2.40 
a day and that the work must 
be done on street or road pro¬ 
jects to be approved by the 
county engineers, the city to pro- 
I vide materials, equipment and 
I supervision. 

In the hope that there will not 
I be a complete stoppage here 
when the work being financed by 
the county in Bailey Canyon 
ceases, the Council adopted a 
resolution asking for a sum suf¬ 
ficient to furnish labor for the 
paving of Mariposa A venue be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre Avenue and 
Hermosa Avenue; Ramona Ave¬ 
nue between Sierra Madre Ave¬ 
nue and Hermosa Avenue; Man- 
zanita Avenue between Sierra 
Madre Avenue and Hermosa Ave¬ 
nue, and Park avenue between 
Ramona Avenue and Orange 
Grove Avenue. 

It was estimated that 2,400 
days of labor would be required 
at' a cost by the county allow¬ 
ance for the purpose of $5,760. 
The resolution accepted the quali¬ 
fication that the city furnish ma¬ 
terials, equipment and supervision. 
The streets proposed to be paved 
constitute about one fourth of the 
unfinished mileage contained in 
the original paving program. 

The unemployed had sent a 
communication to Council asking 
whether or not it would be pos¬ 
sible to proceed with the pav¬ 
ing of West Central avenue, 
whether or not It would be pos¬ 
sible to induce the county to em¬ 
ploy more Sierra Madreans on 
the work now being done In 
Bailey Canyon, whether or not It 
| would be possible to have the 
| county hasten the beginning of 
, work on the extension of Central 
avenue through the Hastings 
ranch into Pasadena and to un¬ 
dertake at once the improvement 
of Sierra Madre avenue North 
from Central avenue, for which 
the county recently promised that 
an appropriation of $4,000 would 
be made to the city. Also the 
communication expressed the 
| belief that the county is not al- 
I locating a sufficient amount of 
labor to Sierra Madreans on the 
new Santa Anita Highway. The 
communication was signed by 
William Barry, J. E. Davis, Max 
Tendler and Fred Albrecht, all of 
whom were present. 

Speaking for the unemployed 
Mr. Tendler said the communi¬ 
cation was not Intended as a 
criticism of the Council, which 
the men believe to be doing 
everything possible to relieve the 
situation here. They realize, he 
said, that it was easy to outline 
work that might be provided, but 
they realized also the difficulty 
of figuring out a means of fi¬ 
nancing the work. 

"We understand,” he said, “that 
you must consider the interest of 
the taxpayer and that a reckless 
program would neither last long 
nor be tolerated by those who 
must pay the taxes. We merely 
think that, if possible, the pro¬ 
gram that was upset about two 
weeks ago might somehow be re¬ 
sumed and that it is about time 
to bury the hatchet and set aside 
any differences that might inter¬ 
fere with the furnishing of em¬ 
ployment.” 

At a meeting of the Protective 
and Improvement Association in 
the Masonic Temple on Friday 
night President H. J. Kohl was 
authorized to appoint a commit¬ 
tee to confer with the unemployed 
and the Council on the prospect 
of unemployment relief. There 
was a general discussion of sug¬ 
gested means of furnishing work 
and Max Tendler asked where 
the money with which to carry 
on the work was to be had. A 
resolution was adopted protesting 
against the rate of 39 cents an 
hour being paid by the county for 
labor in Bailey Canyon. 

Mr. Kohl said on Wednesday 
that he would appoint his com¬ 
mittee within the next few days. 
He said he proposed to suggest 
the improvement of East Grand 
View between Acacia and the 
easterly city limits and the clear- 
nig of city property on the south 
part of East Grand View and Its 
use for park purposes. 

County welfare workers in 
Bailey Canyon numbered 23 this 
week as local relief work in Its 
multiple form of Red Cross, 
Block-Aid and County Aid. went 
steadily forward. Of the number 
employed three are not citizens 
of Sierra Madre. 

A $25 contribution was made 
to the Block-Aid by the John 
Ruskln chapter of the Daughters 
of the British Empire this week.
